2. Freight shipments of explosives from Halle to the Baltic coast, 
halted in late spring, were resumed during the second week of 
July 1947. Two trains are dispatched daily, each one consisting of 
thirty-four closed freight ears (fifteen ton capacity); of this 
total, ten are protective cars divided into five preceding and five 
following the loaded cars. The hipments are transferred to Soviet 
vesseis at Peenemunde and Wolgast and thence tranSported to the USSR.
